Response to Amendment 



1 . Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 



2. Claims 1-52 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A search of the prior art did not disclose a reflective transmission type thin 
film liquid crystal display comprising a combination of structural elements, more 
specifically: 

(a) A buffer layer formed between the transmissive pixel electrode and the 
reflective pixel electrode, wherein a pixel area has a transparent area excluding 
the reflective pixel electrode and a reflective area including the reflective pixel 
electrode, as recited in claims 1, 23. 

(b) A first pixel electrode and a second pixel electrode connected to a 
source electrode, as recited in claim 12. 

(c) The transparent pixel electrode and the reflective pixel electrode are 
electrically connected to a source electrode, as recited in claims 17, 21, 29. 

(d) A transmissive pixel electrode formed on the reflective pixel electrode, 
as recited in claim 48. 

(e) A method of manufacturing a liquid crystal device comprising the steps 
as recited in claims 31, 40 and 43.
